First ot all thoy set a tub filled witlr 
water iu tho m iddle of the street aud 
threw small coius into it for the 
small boys to (live tor. What created 
the most fun was tho pie eating con­ 
test. Several pies were laid on boxes, 
while the contestants had their hands 
tied behind them, the object being to 
see which oue could get away with 
his pie first. 
This caused so much 
laughter that it wus decided to have

he turned on Maiu street, making for 
the crowd at full speed. 
Had it not 
boeu for some one yelling, u number 
of people would have beeu trampled 
upon, 
Marshal Huberty rushed iuto 
the street and grabbed the horse by 
the bridle, aud mude Buima dismount. 
Hu wus under the iullueuce of liquor 
ut the tiure.

A degree of independence is a commendable thing in poli­ 
tics. 
Slavish submission to the will of party leaders is not 
wise, no matter whether it be manifested witliin republican or 
democratic lines. 
It is the spirit of independence within the 
party ranks, that rises in protest against any undue exercise 
of authority by those having positions of trust, 
This sort 
of freedom is necessary to prevent so-called leaders from over­ 
stepping the bounds; its effect is wholesome. 
It strengthens 
rather than weakens the organization. 
On the other, the 
keeping up of a factional squabble, long after all ground of 
complaint at the management has been removed, is to be con­ 
demned, 
T h e Ledger looks upon the L incoln-R oosevelt 
league agitation as a fight waged by a clique of schemers to 
get control of the party machinery. 
“ Turn the ins out, and 
put us in,” is about the spirit of it, and the rank and file are 
not going to enthuse over it to any serious extent. 


M E A SU R E S 
N O T M EN. 


A cry is goin g up in some quarters that independence is 
evinced by placing men above party. 
There never was a 
more hollow or specious cry. 
In national affairs it amounts 
to a reversal of all rules laid down in the past. 
We have 
been accustomed to place the principles or policies advocated 
by a political party as of far greater importance than the 
personnel of the candidates selected to carry them into effect. 
Measures rather than men has been the rallying cry, and in 
spite of all attem pts to place individualism to the fore, it will 
continue to be the most potent factor in m oving men to ac­ 
tion in the future as in the past. 
It is of course important 
to select men of character, intellect and energy to give ex­ 
pression to party ideas, but the attractive force consists in the 
issues presented in the respective platforms. 
It was not the 
personality of Lincoln—now admittedly the m ost command­ 
ing figure in American history— that called the spirit of pat­ 
riotism into play in 1861. 
It was the fact that the Union 
was imperilled, and the emancipation of a race from slavery 
was to be accomplished, that called millions to arms, ready 
to die to make men free. 
Individuals loom up in after his­ 
tory far more than in cotemporaneous times according to the 
more or less prominent part they have taken in the events 
which have moved the world along in the pathway of prog­ 
ress. 
It is after death, not during life, that individual char­ 
acter is properly appreciated. 
Men are canonized after they 
have slept in the grave som etim es for generations, when the 
impartial historiau, free from the prejudices that tend to be­ 
cloud the issues in life, is enabled to correctly estimate the 
man, and accord him his true place in the archives of fame. 
Speaking from a partisan standpoint, no man can be as big 
as the party to which he belongs. 
He may rise far above the 
average of h is fellow partisans, but must necessarily be 
dwarfed in the presence of the party as a whole. 
Besides 
which the greater the influence exerted by the individual 
the more bitter are the prejudices created against him, born 
of envy or self-interest. In national politics th e personal fol­ 
lowing of any man must necessarily be very sm all, and large­ 
ly offset by personal enemies. In a national convention it has 
frequently been found expedient to cast aside the candidate 
having the m ost pronounced following, and take up a “ dark 
horse.” 
In the present political campaign Taft will not 
suffer at the ballot box because he has no personal followiug 
when compared with his democratic rival. B ryan’s supporters 
from personal considerations w ill cut a sorry figure in the 
final outcome. 
Voters are wedded to ideas, not to men. Par­ 
ties are formed to give voice to certain governmental policies, 
and around these divergent policies the contest will be de­ 
cided. 
No man in the history of this country has tried so 
persisteuly and eloquently to talk himself into the presiden­ 
tial office as W illiam J. Bryan, and that too with the backiug 
of a powerful uatioual party behind him. 
And yet how sig­ 
nally he has failed. 
The m asses were attached to the repub­ 
lican ideas which he opposed,and hence in spite of his charm­ 
ing oratory and personal popularity, he went down to over­ 
whelming defeat. 
And all sign s point that history will once 
more repeat itself this year.

Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises an area of 
548 square miles. 
It lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and embraces within its territory all 
t.ho diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
Climate.—The climate of the popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as genial 
and healthful asean be found anywhere 
in California. 
As climate Is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state In attracting population, Amn'dor 
'stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. It should, and no doubt will In 
time, when Its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
but for the residents of other parts of 
California. The temperature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 50 
degrees above zero In winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. Snow seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and never remains on the 
ground for more than a few hours. 
Of 
courso, in the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra Nevada range. The sum- 
mor soason is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; perm itting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. 
Fogs aro rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorms are 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—The county,although 
rich In other sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her quartz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in Amoriea are lo­ 
cated here. The Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below th e surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-oro extends to 
a much greater depth. 
Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, th e county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to tho world’s 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million 
dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eight or ten mines operating on what 
is called the “m other lode,” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distanco of twenty 
miles. The mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. 
This 
industry is still in its infancy. 
The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected. 
T h e county offers to­ 
day one of the most inviting fields to 
be found anywhere in tho world for the 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alono along 
the mother lode, but also In the almost 
untouched mineralized country oi tho 
east bolt, some ten or twelve miles from 
the main lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, imarbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities.—The agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the mineral riches. 
Tho valley lands 
will produce anything that can be 
grown in the most favored sections. 
In the foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
is practicable along the numerous water 
•courses. Further up in the mountains, 
at an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
■and potatoes. 
A ready market for 
many times tho quantity now raised of 
these commodities can bo found lin the 
various mining towns. 
Grape culture and winemaking are 
becoming important industries, both 
th e grapes and 
wine commanding a 
better price than «the product of the ¡ 
lowland. 
Land is cheap compared with other 
California lands. Improved farms may 
lie secured for one-fourth the price 
current in some places. 
Unimproved 
lands can bo had frdkn $5 to $10 per 
acre. 
It does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. 
There is room for

and Olcta. lone City is the metropolis 
of tho valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 Inhabitants. 
Theooinmunity is law-abiding. Edu­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
sohoolhouse is 
within easy reach of 
nearly every family. There is one high 
school, located a t lone 
The assessment roll for 1907 Is $5.­ 
800,793, and the tux rate fur both stale 
and county purposes $2 on the $100. 
Tho Southern Pacific has a branch 
railroad running to lone. 
From this 
point the lone and Eastern railroad ex­ 
tends 14 miles furiher to the mining 
section. 
The various religious denominations 
and fraternal organizations are well 
represented. 
The power plunt of the Staudurd 
Electric Co—one of the largeit in the 
world—islooated four miles from Jack­ 
son.

In the same 
shop a pair of young wolves were sold 
for $2.50 per pound. 
The m eat wns 
soft nnd without taste. 
T he biggest 
price wns paid for a young live lamb 
that hail been swiped by a ‘frnnetlreur’ 
from the enemy. One hundred dollars 
wns pnhl for it.

"Even tho rich had to live on the 
niengerest diet aud to take into their 
menu things that till then only the 
trapper in the virgin forests was sup­ 
posed to eat. 
Weave it to you to Im­ 
agine w hat kind of meals w ere served 
In the small restaurants nnd boarding 
houses. 
“Moreover, everybody had to submit 
to the strictest orders. People stood in 
file before the butcher nnd baker shops 
to wait for their turns. 
Each household 
was furnished with a card from the 
municipality authorizing the bearer to 
buy a certain amount of meat and 
bread. 
The cook, the housewife, the 
young girl, the little child (men never 
go shopping in France), were posted for 
hours before the shops in rain and 
snow, with wet feet, shivering with 
cold. 
Tho unfortunate ones endured 
without a 
murmur these hardships. 
Women throughout the tim e of the 
siege were setting nn example of cour­ 
age and self abuegatlon not alw ays fol­ 
lowed by men. 
“It w as a sad nnd touching spectacle, 
these long flies of women, nearly all 
dressed in black, grouped before the 
doors of the dealers, w atched by the 
national guard, with whom they at first 
were laughing and chatting, till the 
sufferings from the cold h ad silenced 
the laugh aud sometimes brought forth 
the tears. 
“B u t in spite of all precautions the 
stores one by one were exhausted, the 
provisions, put In too late before the 
siege, were used up, nnd, while the ba­ 
bies, deprived of milk, died in great 
num bers or, fed on sweet wine and 
bread, pined slowly away, tb e big peo­ 
ple tried to find new resources to pro­ 
long th eir lives.”

The rapid development of the in ­ 
candescent lamp in reoont months has 
brought not only metallic filaments 
such as tantalum and tungsten, but 
hiiB given a greater novelty in the 
helion lamp of Parker nud Clark, in ­ 
asmuch ns this filament can be used 
without the usual high vacuum. This 
property is ot groat • advantage for 
lamps exposed to shock such as those 
ou battleships, where a few minutes 
ot gumug destroys all vacuum bulbs. 
The new filament is made by “ flash­ 
ing” the ordinary carbon filament iu 
a special mixture of gasos that gives 
a thick deposit of holion, and added 
resistance to air can be given by beat­ 
ing in gates to transform the surface 
into silicon oxide and silicon nitride. 
Holion, n substance not yet under­ 
stood, is supposed to he n hitherto 
unknown allotropic form of silicon. 
It endures a higher temperature than 
carbon, the filament is larger and 
shorter, and the lamp has a longer life 
thau the old one as well us a much 
reduced consumption of current for 
the same light. 
For more thau half a century it 
has beeu understood that the lateral 
line of scales along each side ot tisbes 
is connected to a special nerve. The 
use of these lateral organs has been 
a matter of much speculation, hut the 
late experiments of liofer seem to 
show that their chief function is the 
perception of water currents. 
They 
supply a new sense in place of the 
Jacking sense of touch. They cause a 
blindfolded fish to stop aud turn 
aside within an inch of a solid object, 
lead to streams and spawning brooks, 
and keep the fish world informed aud 
warned. 
The strings ofjbeads or pearls that 
some observers bavo seeu as much as 
a second m the wake of lightning 
Hashes are attributed by Ur. W. J. S. 
Lookyer to incandescence of the air. 
A scientific study of the effects ot 
motoriug has failod to show A. 
Mouuoyrat, a French physiologist, 
that it oauses serious nervous distur­ 
bance and other troubles, as has been 
alleged, but he Unds, ou the other 
band, that it is a poweitul stimulant 
to circulation, nervous system and 
respiration, giving just the action 
that recommends it as a remedy for 
suoh complaints as anaemia, sleep­ 
lessness, loss of appetite, etc. 
In 
some disorders 
high-speed travel 
tends to cure when other treatment is 
entirely without effect. 
The investi­ 
gator himself made a number of auto­ 
mobile tours, at all seasons of the 
year, and ou these trips, averaging 
over eight days each, ho covered from 
60 to 125 miles per day, at an average 
speed of 25 miles and hour. A stria- 
itig and invariable effect is the in ­ 
crease in the red corpuscles of the 
blood,which in auanhetnic individual 
was more tbuu 30 per cent on un 8 
days’ tour. 
The general influence is 
that of a stay iu the mountains at n 
height ot 4000 to GÜÜU leet, and both 
normal and 
auaemio persons are 
alfeuted, though iu ditfoiout degree. 
Sleep and appetite aro increased in 
all. 
The fragility of incandescent gas- 
mantles is u serious druwbaok to 
their use, but more durable fabric 
seems to have resulted at last from 
the experiments ot Geruiuu chemists. 
L’be mantles now so familiar have a 
tissue of eottou or ramie ou which 
oxides ot thorium and cerium have 
been precipitated. 
Attempts to use 
other uutural flbera bavo failed, aud 
tbe successful new material is an 
artificial silk made by dissolving 
cellulose in ammouiate of copper. 
This silk mantle takes up thorium 
nitrate, which ammonia chauges in 
the fiber to hydroxide ot thorium. 
Tbe thorium silk does not [ubsorb 
moisture like tile old niHiitles, and it 
has uiauy times as"great resistance to 
shock. 
The camera’s estimated record is 
l()0,00U,U0j 
stars, 
but a British 
astronomer is to attempt actual 
count, using a microscopic gauge iu 
goiug over the sevetal hundred plutes, 
each with 20,000 to 200,000 stars. 
Cameras curiied by kites hare beeu 
long recognized nu important for 
military aud surveyiug purposes, uud 
they have beeu lately found useful in 
other ways, us iu getting pictures of 
large industrial pluutu. The apparatus 
ot a New York company of photo- 
grapbeis consists of a series of aeru- 
pluues for reachiug the necessary 
height, a device to hold the camera 
rigid, uud an electlicai control of 
the exposure. 
Foi exposures at u 
height of 1,000 feet from 12 to IK 
aeroplanes are uuod, euch being 8 


feet squflte, with n wind surface of 
60 square feet. They are sent up one 
after another until their com bined 
poll lifts 3,000 feel of cable with the 
camera and elecrtical appliances, and 
the top aeroplane is practically ont 
of sight at a height of 3,000 feet when 
the camera reaches its station at 1,000 
feet above ground. 
The photo­ 
grapher watches the camera through a 
Held glass. 
With finger upon nu 
electrical switch, he may nwait the 
favoralile moment, for 1 to 3 honre, 
hut at the light instant he presses 
the button, and the dropping of n 
tiny parachute eignnls that a plate 
has been exposed. 
A 3 horse-power 
gasoline motor operates the cable. 
Powdered sulphur mixed with oil is 
claimed to have frequently relieved 
hot hearings in steamship machinery, 
but a lubricant much stranger still is 
sulphuric acid. 
On one occasion, 
hfter repented trouble from heating, 
the dilute acid was allowed to drip 
slowly upon the working bearing. In 
half an hour the part was cooled, 
when tbe acid was washod out and 
the ordinary oil wns applied. 
The 
cure was permanent. 
Clothing of a iate alleged murderer 
at Middlesbrough, Eng., seemed to 
bear very faint status. 
A jet of 
oxygen gave tbe spots a ruddy hue, 
and several photographs by a color 
process showed the blood-stnins very 
distinctly in their natural color.

A GHOST STORY. 
The Spectral Horseman That Vialta 
Wycollar Hall. 
This ghost story Is contributed by a 
correspondent of nn English magazine: 
"Wycollar Hall, nenr Colnc, was long 
the sent of the Cunllffcs of nillington. 
Thor were noted persons In their time, 
hut evil dnys cnmc, nnd their ancestral 
estates passed out of their hands. In 
the days of the commonwealth their 
loyalty cost them dear, and ultimately 
they retired to Wycollar with n rem­ 
nant only of their onco extensive prop­ 
erty, About 1819 the Inst of the fami­ 
ly passed away, nnd the linll is now n 
mass of ruins. Little but the antique 
fireplace remains entire, mid even the 
room alluded to in the following 
legend cannot now lie Identified. Tra­ 
dition says that once every year a 
specter horseman visits Wycollar Hall. 
He Is attired in the costume of the 
early Stuart period, nnd the trappings 
of Ids horse nre of a most uncouth de­ 
scription. 
“On the evening of his visit the 
weather Is always wild and tempestu­ 
ous. There Is no moon to light the 
lonely roads, nnd the residents of the 
district do not venture out of their 
eotlngos. When the wind howls loud­ 
est the horseman can he heard dash­ 
ing up the road at full speed, and. nft- 
cr crossing the narrow bridge, he sud­ 
denly stops at the door of the hall. 
The rider then dismounts and mnkes 
his way up the broarl oaken stairs into 
one of the rooms of the house. Dread­ 
ful screams, as from n woman, are 
then heard, which soon subside into 
groans. The horseman then makes his 
appearance at the door, at once mounts 
Ids steed and gallops off. 
“His body can lie seen through by 
those who may chance to he present; 
his horse appears to be wild with rage, 
and its nostrils stream with fire. The 
tradition Is that one of the Cunllffes 
murdered ids wife in that room nnd 
that the specter horseman is the ghost 
of the murderer, who Is doomed to pay 
nn annual visit to the home of Ills 
victim.

THE 
ASSESSMENT ROLE. 


A sum m ary of the county assessment roll for the current 
year w ill he found in another column. 
A s was expected, the 
figures show a heavy fa llin g off in values as compared with 
the assessment list of last year. 
The shrinkage amounts to 
409, subject to changes by the county board of equaliza­ 
tion, and also to the addition of the railroad assessment by 
the state board of equalization. 
The fa llin g off is m ainly in 
the valuation of m ining properties. 
.Some of these were as­ 
sessed out of all proportion to their actual value last year, 
and while the assessor’s figures were allowed to stand, except 
in one instance, it was considered inevitable that a big cut 
would have to be made the following year. 
W e understand 
that with other classes of property the values, 011 the official 
books at least, have been 
pretty well sustained. 
There was 
an effort made last year to boost values generally, not because 
there was any material increase of value, or that the valua­ 
tions for assessment purposes were 011 a lower ratio than in 
other counties, but because it was hoped that a jum p in the 
assessment ro ll would mean a corresponding reduction in the 
tax levy. 
The truth is, there was little in the conditions in 
Amador county a year ago to warrant the stuffing of values. 
So that the decline this year does not mean that we have 
seriously backslidden in m aterial wealth, but rather a return 
to a more righteous adjustm ent of valuations. Few w ill deny 
that the trend of property has been downward, in sym pathy 
with the financial disturbance and general business depres­ 
sion that has existed d u rin g the past year. 
Amador county 
is fortunate that outside of the m ining field the assessment 
list shows up fairly well. 
Property holders are well aware, 
no matter .what the assessment list m ay say, ¡-that their 
holdings have depreciated for^thc past two years,land in some 
places the deline has been very marked. 
T h is is saying 
nothing against this favored section as an inviting field for 
the investm ent of capital, or the building of homes by new­ 
comers.
